This is the gist of a report prepared 
by Librarian Hugh Gourlay for the meet- 
ing of the library board on September 


20. 


For the current year, the library board 
asked the city for $25,000 for books and 
$5,000 for binding. This amount was re- 


duced by $10,000. 


Already, $20,000 has been expended 
on books this season and unless 
grant is increased, a book scarcity will 
occur during the library's busiest and most 


useful time of year. 


A further financial burden on 
board is the request of Civic Service 
Union No, 52 for the same cost of living 
bonus for the library staff as was granted 
to other members of that union, It is a 
reasonable request. But it will cost the 
library approximately $3,000 this year. 

All in all, the library beard cannot 
finance on its present grants. And unless 
more money is forthcoming, curtailment 
of services may have to be made along

John Ruskin, who seems to 
have had views which penetrate 
to the real and spiritual nature 
of many things, has definite 
ideas which may be brought to 
bear on this discussion, His re- 
flections on “the power and 
place of women in literature” 
(“Of Queens’ Gardens” in “Ses- 
ame and Lilies”) strike me as 
being pertinent. After showing 
that Shakespeare “has no heroes 

he has only heroines,” and that 
Walter Scott, Dante, Spenser, 
Homer, and others told in their 
writings of Good Women but of 
few Good Men, he goes on: 


“. , In all Christian ages 
which have been remarkable for 
their purity or progress there 
has been absolute yielding of 
obedient devotion, by the lover, 
to his mistress. I say obedient— 
not merely enthusiastic and wor- 
shipping tn imagination, but en- 
tirely subject, receiving from the 
beloved woman, however young, 
not only the encouragement, the 
praise, and the reward of all 
toil, but, so far as any choice 1s 
open, or any question difficult 
of decision, the direction of all 
toil. That chivalry, to the abuse 
and dishonour of which are at- 
tributable primarily whatever is 
crue! in war, unjust in peace, or 
corrupt and ignoble in domestic 
relations; and to the original 
purity and power of which we 
owe the defence alike of faith, 
of law, and of love—that chival- 
ry, I say, in its very first con- 
ception of honourable life, as- 
sumes the subjection of the young 
knight to the command—should 
it even be the command in ca- 
price—of his lady. It assumes 
this, because its masters knew 
that the first and necessary im- 
pulse of every truly taught and 
knightly heart is this of blind 
service to its lady: that where 
that true faith and captivity are 
not, all wayward and wicked pas- 
sion must be: and that in this 
rapturous obedience to the single 
love of his youth, fs the sanetifi- 
cation of all man’s strength, and 
the continuance of all his pur- 
poses. And this, not because 
such obedience would be safe, or 
honorable were it ever rendered 
to the unworthy; but because it 
ought to be impossible for every 
noble youth—it Is impossible for 
every one rightly trained—to love 
any one whose gentle counsel! he 
cannot trust, or whose praverful 
command he can hesitate to 
obey.” 

What would Ruskin have said 
about sex instruction? Might he 
have sald that his knight with 
his high conception of woman 
hood would not have been 
greatly concerned about physi »- 
logical differences in the sexes” 
Would he have cared to have had 
any of his writings labelled 
“The Ethical Side of Sex In- 
struction?” Would he have said: 
“Certainly, teach a brief exnosi- 
tlon of the physiological facts of 
sexual organs but do not be too 
concerned ahout it, Concern 
vourselves rather with the high 
value of womanhood’?

' The decision of the CCF em 
vention to nationalize Canada's 
chartered banks, taken over the 
advice of the party executive, 
was made after a debate which 
showed little appreciation of the 
part played by these institutions 
in the life of every Canadian, 

Canada’s chartered banks are 
pecullarly the possession of the 
small man; they are owned by 
him, not by big trusts; they do his 
business, as well as big business; 
they loan him money when he 
needs it; and look after his sav- 
ings so well that in the early de- 
pression when banks all over the 
United States were closing down, 
Canada's chartered bank system 
safely survived these shocks, 

Somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 7,000,000 Canadians — better 
than one out of every two—have 
deposits with the chartered banks, 
It is their money the CCF would 
take over. Some, not many, have 
more than one deposit—a savings 
and a current account—but there 
can be no doubt since Canada is 
not a nation of rich men (only 
18,000 individuals paid taxes on 
incomes of over $10,000 in 1946) 
that the great proportion of these 
individuals are small wage earn- 
ers. 


More 
Evidence 


If there was more evidence re- 
quired on this point, the fact that 
the total amount on deposit in the 
chartered banks turns over at the 
rate of once a month or sbetter 
would prove it. 

The number of private accounts 
in Canada is 7,218,053, represent- 
ing nearly $6,000,000,000, In ad- 
dition, there are government de- 
posits bringing the grand total as 
of June, 1948, to $6,528,028,205, 
Winnipeg is a good sample city. 
Nearly $641,000,000 is on deposit 
in local banks. 

The ownership of these banks 
is also no mystery. They are own- 
ed by 55,731 Canadians whose av- 
erage holdings of bank stock is 
only $2,610, Bank stock is a nat- 
ural investment for the man with 
small savings who wants security 
for his money rather than a high 
return, The interest he received 
on his investment at the current 
price of the stock averaged only 
3.9 per cent in 1946, 


Order 


For Action 


The CCF resolution, like so 
many resolutions passed at the 
convention, did not go intg detail. 
It was just an order to a future 
government to take over the 
banks with no questions asked. 
But there is a great difference 
between taking over institutions 
as complex as banks and the op- 
eration, for example, of a small 
shoe factory in Saskatchewan. 

The banks are spread over the 
entire country in big cities and 
small towns. The ten chartered 
banks have between them 3,363 
branches. They are controlled not 
by a group of capitalists but by 
a complex system of organization 
in which the public is represented 
not only by 55,000 shareholders 
but by the minister of finance 
working through the Inspector- 
General of Banks who is required

The CCF convention dealt 
amicably if inaccurately with the 
question of interest and credit, 


‘The decision to nationalize the 


chartered banks was taken largely 
because the delegates felt that 
only in this way could the state 
control these two important ec- 
onomic arms of national security. 

In fact, this is the task of the 
Bank of Canada which is not a 
private bank at all but the crea- 
tion and servant of the Dominion 
Government, of the Canadian peo- 
ple. The preamble to the Bank 
of Canada act states its objec. 
tives: 

“To regulate credit and cur- 
rency in the best interests of the 
economic life of the nation, to 
control and protect the external 
value of the national monetary 
unit and to mitigate pd its influ- 
ence fluctuations in the general 
level of production, trade, prices 
and employment, so far as may 
be possible within the scope of 
monetary action.” 

Nothing could be clearer than 
this. The job of the central bank 
is to do the very things which the 
CCF imagines is the work of the 
private banks. 

There is nothing mysterious 
about the banking system in 
Canada. It performs two main 
functions without which this 
country could not carry on its 
day to day business, The banks 
act as a clearing house for the 
resources of the nation. These 
resources are not something ab- 
stract. They are the sum of the 
work of each individual in Can- 
ada. The banks’ job is to mobi- 
lize the results of this labor. 
and with this mobilized effort ts 
make credit available, under the 
general guidance of the Bank of 
Canada, to carry on the produc- 
tion of goods, trade and business, 


All Is 
Profit 


The finely-geared economy of a 
modern nation develops out of 
this comparatively simple opera- 
tion—simple because it has been 
refined by practice and experi- 
ence until it runs without notice 
on the part of those people who, 
like the C.C.F, delegates, profit 
by it. 

The nature of bank loans 
shows how completely the char- 
tered banks penetrate into every- 
day life in this country, Leaving 
aside loans to the federal govern- 
ment, 11 per cent of other loans 
went to agriculture, in other 
words, to farmers; 21.55 per cent 
to merchants, both wholesale and 
retail; 19.98 to manufacturing in- 
terests; 448 to building and con- 
struction; and the rest to a variety 
of institutions and industries, 
ranging from churches and hos- 
pitals to mining and fishing, 
Except for the limitations im- 
posed by the laws of Canada— 
banks, for example, are not al- 
lowed to lend money on the sec- 
urity of real estate—any individ- 
who can show he is a good 


ual 

risk, can go to a bank and bor- 
row money for his purposes, He 
can do this regardless of his 


politics. The story might be dif- 
ferent if the banks were the 
tools of a government,

Remember that $1.00-per-maie-member plan intro- 
duced across the country last spring by Harold Banks and 
Other enthusiasts of the Royal Canadian Golf Association? 

Provincial associations were asked to put the bite 
on the stronger sex through their associated clubs. Rach 
male member was to be assessed one buck, more or less 
voluntarily, the collecting to be done by club secretarys. 

Revenue thus derived was to be split fifty-fifty be- 
tween the RCGA and the provincial body. 

Hete in Alberta the plan has flopped badly, has 
proved to be what is known in show circles as a “turkey.” 
And recent communiques from the Toronto headquarters 
of the RCGA to Alberta Golf Association officials indi- 
cate just how badly golfers have fallen down in this 

* province. 

To date—of the 20 or so clubs affiliated with the 
governing body in Alberta—just three have taken 
steps to shoulder what Harold Banks of the Royal 
Canadian labels their “responsibility towards golf.”

Alberta Strikes Out 


Specifically the sum of $550 has been contributed 
under the plan in Alberta. Of this $400 in turn has been 
turned over to the Royal Canadian Golf Association. In 
other words the provincial body still has to collect better 
than $250 before it will ‘break even’ under the fifty- 
fifty arrangement. 

By contrast with the $400 forwarded to the higwigs 
‘ in Toronto by AGA heads other provinces have responded 
; as follows: Ontario $3,500, British Columbia $1,433.50,

Obviously Alberta is lagging behind to the point 
where Banks and his associates are described as 
“disturbed at the lack of support.”

But when it comes to handing over that solitary 
dollar (“the price of one golf ball’, as those behind the 
plan like to point out) Albertans mainly has contracted 
those gravy pains you read about.

And it isn’t as though the plan hasn't been well pub- 
licized. Nor is it through any lack of circularizing of 
affiliated clubs. 4 

The RCGA executives prepared a comprehensive 
booklet for distribution to all male club members, An 
obvious attempt to answer the inevitable “what do I get 
out of it?” the booklet did just that in fine fashion. 

As well the Alberta Golf Association distributed liter- 
ature to member clubs asking for support of the plan and 
otherwise indicated its hopes for success. 

So far, though, the double-pronged efforts of the 
RCGA and AGA largely have been wasted. In Edmon- 
ton and Calgary and Lethbridge and Vegreville, to 
name but a few of the centres boasting golf clubs, the 
shotmakers have double-zippered their pocket books 
by way of answer, 

It's possible, of course, that club secretarys have 
fallen down on the job. 

In any event it seems pertinent to point out that it 
cost the Royal Canadian Golf Association upwards of 
$1,500 to transport Alberta's Willingdon cup team and 
junior titlist to Hamilton in July for the annual dominion 
amateur tourney. 

In other words the RCGA isn't holding out on Alberta, 
Why the reverse doesn’t hold true certainly provides 
food for thought.
